_ Another less delicate way of mak- 
ing chocolate is to mix a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch with every four or five 
of chocolate and boiling in a teacu 
ful of milk or water. Rich milk proud 
be used and a heaping teaspoonful of 
grated chocolate shouid be allowed for 
every cup of milk. The milk should be 
brought to the boiling point, and then 
the chocolatte mixture should be stir- 
red in and sweetened. It should be 
served immediately. 

So many people do not care for cho- 
colate but that, like everything else, 
must be well made to be desirable. It 
is generally those people who get 
poorly-cooked food who “cannot eat 
this, or do not like that.” ete. Give 
them properly cooked and good food,

Ruffled Temper. 


Vanity Fair Warns the Americans that John 
Bull is Getting Somewhat Impatient.— 
A Case where “ Gunpowder will 
have to be Used,” 


London, October 1.—A long lead- 
er appears in to-day s Vanity Fair, 
which affords a striking example of 
the bitter anti-American sentiment 
which a section of the English press 
is fostering. 

It says in part. 

“Tn former attempts to ruffle our 
temper the Secretary of State had 
the good sense not to go too far. 
Tt now looks as if he had just over- 
stepped the limits of our extraor- 
dinary patience ; for, if we really 
mean to maintain our united Em- 
pire if all the embraces exchanged, 
all the honeyed words, all the 
cheers and rejoicings of which we 
have lately partaken, mean any- 
thing—then it is quite certain that 
we cannot allow our colonies to be 
menaced, even by a country made 
by our blood and our good strong 
arms. 

“This time it looks as though we 
would haye to do something to sup- 
press the Yankees. Unless this 
constant annoyance from Washing- 
ton shall cease, unless Americans 
are taught to peacefully recognize 
that we are a great and powerful 
nation, gun powder will have to be 
used, 

“We do not wish to see the 
United States put back many years. 
We are not in the slightest degree 
anxious to make history for them; 
but America must understand that}

A Kingston Physician out with an Inyention 
for Observing the Bones with the 
Naked Eye. 


Kingston, Ont., Sept. 30, —Dr.Jas. 
Third, superintendent of the General 
Hospital has, after six months’ re- 
search, made a great discovery, the 
perfecting of the fluoroscope, by 
which surgeons will be greatly 
aided in their work. With a sheet 
of heavy academy board chemically 
prepared with Dye. Third’s discovery 
and placed in the fluoroscope oyer 
the end furthest from the eyes, it is 
possible to look through opaque 
bodies and substances, with the aid 
of the X rays, the object being 
focussed between the rays and the 
fluoroscope. By the use of Dr. 
Third’s discovery it is possible to 
look throngh a human body and 
note every portion thereof. ‘he 
photographing is now no longer 


necessary. Dr. Third does not 
claim credit for discovering the 


fluoroscope, but he does claim to 
have discovered a combination of 
chemicals which makes the use of 
the fluoroscope practical and possible 
in aiding surgical work. He does 
not, for obvious reasons, care to 
make known the nature of the 
chemicals he uses, beyond the fact 


that they are a combination of erys- 
talline salts. Everything else has 
been tried in connection with fluor- 
oscopes, but without any degree of 
success.

The Biblical experts of the Univers-, 
ity of Cambridge are now examining 
the richest discovery of ancient docu- 
ments relating to the Bible that have 
been unearthed during the nineteenth 
century. They have just been carried 
to England from Cairo, Egypt. by Dr. 
S. Schechter, one of the most famous 
authorities on Biblical research. They 
were discovered by him at Cairo,

judge of the facts, however, by read- 
ing the accompanying signed state- 
ment, procured from Dr. Schechter 
himself, which tells of the discovery 
in a genizah, and of what the discoy- 


t| ery consisted: 


“The genizab,” to explore which 
was the object of my late travels in 
the east, is an old Jewish institution. 
When applied to books it means much 
the same thing as burial means in the 
case of men. When the spirit is gone 
we put the corpse out of sight to 
protect it from abuse. In _ like 
manner, when the writing is worn 
out, we hide the book to preserve it 
from profanation. The contents of 
the book go up to heaven like the 
soul, 

“In the course of time the genizah 
extended its protection to books which 
by long use or wanc ot vare were at 
length in a defective state, sheets be- 
ing missing at the beginning, in the 
middle, er at the end, and which were 
thus disqualified for the common pur- 
poses of study. Another class of works 


consigned to the genizah were what we 
may call 
DISGRACED BOOKS. 

books which once pretended to the 
rank of scriptures, but which were 
found by the authorities to be wanting 
in the qualification of being dictated 
by the Holy Spirit. They were 
‘hidden,’ and hence our term ‘ Apo- 
erypha,” for writings excluded 
from—or never admitted into— the 
canon. 

“Besides these sacred and semi-sa- 
cred books, the genizah proved a 
refuge for a class of writings that 
never aspired to the dignity of real 
books, but are none the less of the 
greatest importance for Jewish his- 
tory. All legal documents, such as 
leases, contracts, marriage  settle- 
ments, and letters of divorce, and the 
proceedings as well as the decisions of 
the courts of justice were drawn up 
in Hebrew, or at least written in He- 
brew letters. And as the Jews attach- 
eda certain sacredness to everything 
resembling the scriptures, either in 
matter or in form, they were loath 
to treat even these secular documents 
as mere refuse, and when they were 
overtaken by old age disposed of them 
by ordering them to the genizah, in 
which they found a resting place for 
centuries. The genizah of the old Jew- 
ish community thus represents a com- 
bination of sacred lumber room and 
secular record office. 

“It was such a genizah that I set 
out to visit in the middle of last De- 
cember. My destination was Cairo. 
My plan recommended itself to the 
authorities of the University of Cam- 
bridge, and found warm supporters in 
Prof. Sidgwiok, Dr.Donald MacAlister, 
and especially Dr. Taylor, the master 
of St. John’s College. I must remark 
here that the genizah, like the rest of 
the property of the synagogue 
Cairo, is vested in the rabbi and the 
wardens for the time being. I drove 
to the ancient genizah accompanied by 
the rabbi. 

“Tt has an authentic record extend- 


ing over more than a thousand years, 
having served originally as a Coptic 
church—St. Michael’s—and been there- 


after converted into a synagogue soon 
after the Mohametan conquest oi 
Egypt. I have already indicated the 
mixed nature of the genizah. But 
one can hardly realize the confusion 
in such a_ real old genizah until one 
has seen it. It is

a battle in which the literary produc- 
tions of many centuries had their share 
and their disjecta membra are now 
Strewn over its area. Some of the 
belligerents have perished outright, 
and are literally ground to dust in 
the terrible struggle for space, whilst 
others, as if overtaken by a general 
crush, are squeezed into big, unshape- 
by lumps, which even with the aid of 
chemical appliances can no longer be 
separated without serious damage to 
their constituents. 

“IT had to confine my likings to the 
anuscripts, But the amount of the 
printed fragments is very large, con- 
stituting as they do nearly all thecon- 
tributions of the genizah of the last 
400 ‘ Most of my time in Cairo 
was spent in getting rid of these par- 
venus, whilst every piece of pauper or 
parchment that had any claim to 
a respectable age was packed in 
bags und conveyed to the for- 
warding agent to be shipped to lng- 
land 

“The number of fragments procured 
by me amounts, [ think, to about 40,-

Toronto will Sue for Small - Pox Expenses. 


Says the Toronto Globe: ‘ The local 
Board of Health proposes: to recover 
from Belleville the cost of the smallpox 
outbreak, which Dr, Sheard firmly holds 
was due to negligence on the part of 
the authorities of Belleville. The doc- 
tor, at the meeting of the Board last 
week, produced the accounts of expenses 
incurred as follows: 

* Dr, Shoultis, care of smallpox pati- 
ents, $350; two nurses for seyen weeks 
($15 a week each), $210; one char- 
woman,.56 days ($1.50 per day),$81; one 
man, 56 days ($8 per day), $168; food 
and medicine for patients, 56 days ($1 
per day each), $112; Disinfection—800 
pounds of sulphur, $9; 10 pounds of 
carbolic acid, $4,50; LU pounds of bi- 
chloride tablets, $20; six men two days 
each ($2 per day), $24; supervision and 
directing disinfection of v , $90; 
tug McCrea, $145 ; sundries. 850, ‘otal, 
$1,266.50,

The $18,000 rought out had been 
Cleaned up by the three men in three 
months.

Up to the time he ieft only pans and 
12-foot siuices had been used. Most of 
the miners were not coming out this 
fail, because it was possible to purchase 
supplies at trading posts of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, near the mouth of 
Peace river. 

It is reported that more tham 200 
men are placer mining along Peace 
river at the present time, and they are 
experiencing good resufits from their 
efforts. ! 

Steamboats can ascend the Peace 
river for a considerab’e distance and 
small boats can go upnearly its entire 
length. A number of its tributaries, 
including Leon and Deer riv._;, are 
485 RICH AS THE MAIN STREAM. 


Peace river rises in the eastern slopes 
of the Rocky Mountains, a little north 
of the centre of British Columbia. In 
the northern continuation of the same 
mountains rises the Pelly, Stewart and 
other important gold-bearing tribu- 
taries of the Yukon. ‘here is this im- 
portant difference, that the Peace 
river rises in the eastern slope of the 
mountains, while the Yukon’s tribu- 
taries rise on the west side. Along 
Peace river north are the Reindeer or 
Cariboo mountains, which are beciev- 
ed to be rich im gold-bearing quartz.

PRAYING BICYCLES. 


Japanese Attach Prayer Wheels to the 
Hubs of Their Machines, 

The bicycle is now employed to aid 
the pious Buddhist in praying with 
greater ense, but yet, as ho hopes, with 
rreat effect. It is from the ingenious 
and enterprising country of Japan that 
this new departure is reported. 

The Buddhist has always done his 
praying with tho assistance of a wheel. 
The prayers are placed inside the wheel, 
which turns round, following the di- 
rection of the sun, and delivers up to 
heaven the prayers of tho owner, or of 
all whose thoughts are fixed upon it. 
Some enormous wheels aro capable of 
praying for thousands of people. Thia 
mode of worship may seem somewhat 
irresponsible to western people, but the 
Buddhist, who is a subtle reasoner, 
would be able to explain why it is sat- 
isfactory. 

In various parte of the vast territory 
in which the Buddhist faith is held 
different motive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Some humble per- 
sons turn the wheel by hand, but not 
if they can help if. On the hills of 
Tibet, a great stronghold of pure 
Buddhism, the wheels are usually so 
built that the wind turns them. In oth- 
er places they are moyed by water pow- 
er. 


Bat it is obvious that wind must fail 
occasionally and that this may happen 
when the Buddhist is particularly in 
need of copiour prayer. Water power, 
too, is often lacking. 

So the ingenious Jap now attaches a 
small prayer wheel to the hub of his

As the troops were advancing, Lord 
Roberts was employed for alittle time 
within an enclosure at Alambagh, 
when he heard great confusion, as of 
a panic, among his troops without on 
the plain. Getting on the roof, he look- 
ed out over the plain, and saw_ the 
troops flying in every direction. There 
was no firing and the enemy was not 
in sight, but evidently something ser- 
ious had happened to throw the men 
into such confusion. 

The general mounted and rode to the 
scene. There he found that the enemy 
was not the Afghan, but a mass of 
infuriated bees, which seemed to pene- 
trate everywhere, and which were es- 
pecially active against the Highland-

Thrown to His Death ! 


William Cole, of Huntingdon, 
Meets with a Terribly 
Sudden End. 


William Cole, a middle-aged man 
well-known in Huntingdon and Raw- 
| don, and who has been working at the 
Crookston quarries 


With 


for the past few 


months, met a terribly sudden 
death on Saturday night while driving 
home from Madoc village. In company 
with « friend named Wm, Gowdie, also 
of Crookston, they started from Madoc 
| about 11-80 o'clock, and just after cross 
ing the bridge at Moira lake the driver, 
Gowidie, owner of the rig, attempted to 
pass Sam, Kilpatrick’s livery wagon, 
which was also on its way to Crook- 
ston with a load of quarrymen who had 
been to Madoc during the evening. The 
place where Gowdie turned out to pass 
was & high embankment and his rig 
was upset while alongside of Kilpat- 
rick’s wagon, The latter stopped as 
soon as possible and with his passengers 
went back to assist the others and found 
Gowdie still clinging to his horse un- 
hurt, but Cole was lying in the road 
unconscious with a terribly wounded 
head. Gowdie drove at once back to 
the village and took Dr. Sutton to the 
sceno of the accident but when the latter 
arriyed the unfortunate man was dead, 
Dr. Sutton, who is also Coroner for the 
County, deemed an inquest necessary 
and had the body brought to the yillage 
and placed in High County Constable 
Huft’s charge until Monday, being placed 
in the lock-up for safe keeping. 


THE INQUEST, 


Coroner Sutton opened the inquest in 
the Town Hall at 1 o'clock on Monday, 
P, J. M. Anderson, County Crown At- 
torney, being present on behalf of the 
Crown. The following jury was em- 
paneled :— 
I’, Rollins, D. A. Caldwell, John R. 
Brown, D, McDonald, W, W. Hudgins, 
G. M. Brooks, James Whytock, jr., 
W. Cox, Thos. McNamara, Ed. Cross, 
W.J. Atkins, 1.

After being sworn in the jury viewed 
the body and the nature of the injuries 
pointed out to them by the Coroner. 
Dr, W. A. Dafoe was instructed to hold 
A post mortem examination of deceased 
while the Coroner was taking evidence. 
Messrs.Sam Kilpatrick, dviyer of the liy- 
ery vig,Chas. McGuire, driver of the lyan- 
hoe stage which was passed on the road 
by the deceased and Gowdie only a few 
minutes before the accident, and Wm. 
Blue, W. Cronan and Harry Chapman, 
Stonecutters, who were passengers in 
Kilpatrick’s wagon, and also William 
Gowdie, who was driving the deceased, 


Will Bore for Oil. 


EB. C. Rosenzi, from Philadelphia, Pa., will try 
his Luck In the Hastings District, — 
What his Theories are, 


(Bolloville Intelligencer.) 

Mr. E. C. Rosenzi, coneral manager 
of the Canadian-American il and 
Natural Gas Company, arrived tn the 
city last evening from Philadelphia, 
where he has been pei fecting plans to 
begin boring for oil in this district, 
Mr, Joseph Bininger is with him. 

Mr, Rosenzi’s theory that leads him 
to believe that there is oil in this district 
is simple indeed, He starts out with 
the axiom of all geologists, that great 
mineral and oil belts generally run in a 
southwesterly and northeasterly direc- 
tion. He claims that this district is 
the reservoir of all 


the oil wells in 
North America, and he accounts for its 
presence here from the fact that oil ig 
formed from the decomposition of our 
pine forests to the north ot the great 
lakes. It has flowed down naturally 
to this section over the Laurentian and 
Huronian formations and lodged in 
what is known as the'lrenton limestone, 
which lies between Bowmanyille and a 
short distance below Kingston, and as 
far north as Ivanhoe, Crookston and so 
on east, 

In support of his northeasterly and 

southwesterly theory, he mentioned the 
fact that the Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia and the lately discovered oil 
wells in Texas are in that line, with 
this district as the starting point. The 
Philadelphia Record of the Gth inst. 
says: 
There seems to be a streak of sub- 
terranean petroleum running south- 
westerly from Canada to Vexas. Late 
developments in Navarro County ‘Texas, 
are of sufficient quantity and quality to 
induce Pennsylvania capitalists to make 
initials arrangements for the erection of 
oil refineries.” 

Mr. Rosenzi has come here to begin 
actiye operations, He goes to-morrow 
to Fredericksbur& to inspect a boring 
plant, and if it is capable of doing the 
work required he will purchase it to 
avoid the duty on imported machinery, 
If not, he will purchase an outfit at 
Pittsburg, Just where he will begin 
boring he has not decided. 

When asked why others had failed 
to strike oil in different borings made 
in this district, he said they had not 
gone deep enough. In Pennsylvania,

RILLED IN THE ELEVATOR. 
— 

A Man Drawn Into a Wheat Bin and £ulo- 
cated at Stevemg & Campbell's Chatham 
Elevator. 

A’ despatchi from Chatham says;— A 
terrible fatality occurred at 2 o'clock 
on Friday afternoon at the Stevens- 
Campbell elevators, Wm. Green, who 
resides on Kent street, losing his life 
by suffocation in a wheat bin. It 
appears that Green and Wim. Paulucci 
had been working during the morn- 
ing! in emptying, wheat from one floor 
to another and had cleaned the bin 
out five or six times. Friday after- 
day afternoon they cleaned it out once 
and were working on’it the second 
time when the accident occurred. Green 
thoughtlessly stuck his foot into the 
wheat over the chute and the suction 
pulled him in. He slowly sank out of 
sight, despite the heroic efforts of his 
mate to drag him up to safety. He 
nearly lost his own life in the attempt 
to save his luckless comrade: There 
are two outleta ta the bin, one in the 
centre and the other in one corner. 
Im the remote corner from these are 
the bars, so that when Green found 
himself slowly sinking to his death 
he was too far away tron: the bars to 
grasp them. AS soon as. Paulucci 
realized the terrible situation he seiz- 
ed a shovel and began an effort to 
dig away the wheat which was draw- 
ing Green down. By this time, how- 
ever, Green was completely engulfed, 


and Paulucci saw immediately the 
hopeiessness of his task. He 
hastened to the ‘floor below, 


where several of the hands were at 
work. Physicians were summoned and 
the workmen dowmstairs relinquished 


all thought of digging the man out and 


transferred the chute, so that all the 
wheat fell on the floor of the first 
When several hundred bush- 
had come down through the hole 
thus made the lifeless body of the un- 
fortunate victim was seen to appear. 
Immediate steps were taken to resus- 
citate him in vain. Green had been 
under the wheat for fully fifteen min- 
utes, and although the physicicns lab- 


ored for a considerable time there came

IMMEDIATE USE. 
IThe tents were erected in open spaces 
as quickly as possbile after arrival, and 
are sheltering all thiose whi have been 
unable to obtain other quarters. 

General Montgomery Moore, com- 
mander of the forces; Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Daly, and Mayor Stephen pro- 
ceeded to Windsor by the train which 
carried the soldiers, provisions, and 
tents, and assisted the town officials in 
directing the relief measures. 

Mhe estimate of the total loss is $3,- 
000,000. ‘Among the insurance com- 
panies affected are the following :— 
Union, $7,000: Royal, $23,000; Queen’s, 
$20,000 ; Guardian, $21,000; Sun, $24,000. 
The Acadian, Halifax and Quebec, 
companies are also heavy losers, 

‘Altogether about four hundred busi- 
ness places and dwellings were wiped 
out of existence. By the time night 
settled down most of the homeless 
yeople had secured temporary quar- 
ters in the dwellings in the outskirts 
adn the surrounding country, while 
those who remained found shelter in 
the military tents.

It seems, however, that the grade 
going into Stittsville was too heavy fom 
the freight. For some reason the en- 
gine was unable to haul the freight up 
the grade.

pery. Atall events the conductor found 
that he would have todivide the freight 
to accomplish the grade. This was 
done, and the engine hauled half the 
traininto Stittsville. While the secon

Stittsville. Instead of being delayed 
by the openator, ib was ordered to go 
on, to Ottawa, A passenger was taken 
on, and the express thundered on, until 
going down the grade at ae ed 
it crashed into the belated freight en- 
gine and cars. It is not known where 
rests the fearful responsibility for th 

accident. The operator at Stittsville ls 
James McNish, a young man recently 
from Brockville. His position, in view 
of the circumstances, is a terrible one. 
He realizes it, and was deeply affected 
this afternoon, By advice he declines 
to discuss the matter at all. ‘There 
must have been some terrible mistake. 
The brakesman, Hastey, who was killed 
went to tell the operator when the fi d 
half of the freight reached Stittsville 
that the engine would return for the 
other half, and that the express must 
be stopped until it got back. If Me- 
Nish received this message and forgot 
it, his agony! of mind at this moment 
must be awful. At all events, the ex- 
press was not stopped, but, on the con= 
trary, was instructed to proceed. Has- 
tey returned to the freight engine, and 
was killed in the wreck. Just how far 
McNish was responsible for the wreck 
and what explanation he has to give 
will be learned from the inquest. o 
cording to Engineer McCuaig, the two 
trains were not visible from each other 
till they were less {than eight car 
lengths apart, and there was no time 
to think. As soon as he saw the ex- 


press coming he, told the fireman, and 
brakesman, he says, to jump, and 
jumped himself, getting clear.

the collision. He was in the baggage 
department, while in the compartment 
ahead were the two mail clerks. 

A FRIGHTFUL SCENE. 

The wreck is a terrible looking scene. 
Two engines lie, bottoms together, with 
the debris of broken freight cars and 
tenders piled up on them. They are 
in a ditch on the south side of the 
track, in a swamp full of bulrushes, 

The telegraph poles on both sides are 
bent away from the track, the wires 
broken and down, The track runs 
through a swamp land, and on both 


sides are low bushes. The two en- 
gines are lying together in the ditch 
on the south side of the track. The 
tender of the express train was half 
way through the first baggage car and 
the front of the second baggage car 
is also badly smashed, Of the passen= 
ger train, only the engine left the track — 
while the freight engine lies beside the — 
passenger engine, and the freight cars 
are piled in a heap on the nort side of 
the track, ‘Two of the freight cars are 
smashed to pieces, while parts of the 
trucks are broken and twisted alto- 
gether out of shape. The trees beside 
the engine are covered with earth for 
twenty feet back from the swamp, and 
right up tot het opmost libs, while 
the fences look as if thay had been 
built of mud. The track whore th 
engines met is bent considerably, th 
sleepers are broken, and many wil 
have to be renewed.

THE DIAMOND'S HOME 
THE IMMENSELY RICH FIELD OF 
WHICH KIMBERLEY IS THE CENTER. 
Wonderful Abundance of Jewels In a Very 
, Bmall Area—The Pecollar Formations 
Which Surround grd Lie Above the 
Diamonde—how Uney Are Taken, 


* Before the Kimberley mines were 
iscovered most of the diamonds added 
~ bo the world’s stock came from ee 

Hindustan or from Brazil, The larges 

deposits were found in Golconda, in the 

Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge- 

raes, in Brazil. The African discoveries 

first showed ectentific wen what the 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were. In the Indian and Brazilian 
fields it was plainly not native to the 
soil and was-picked up out of differing 
formations. In South Africa it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form- 
ing part of the earth’s crust, and not a 
mere superficial deposit, as the others 
hud been, -The great mines in this re- 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
the London Standard, are situated with- 
in a circle about 84¢ miles in diameter. 

There are five principal mines, the 

largest being only about 45 acres in ex- 

tent. They are the famous Kimberley, 

Bultfontein, De Beers, Du Toits Pan 

and Wesselton nines, They are of fab- 

ulons richness. Here the town of Kim- 
berley has sprung up. 

The district is about 4,000 feet above 
sea level and lies at the northern edge 
of a plateau which extends from the 
Bokkereldt mountains, near the cape 
of Good Hope, to the border of the 
Transyaal. There are mines in the 

~ Orange Free State, two beiug of consid- 
erable note, one 80, the other 60 miles 
away, with several more of less impor- 
tance both there and in the Kimberley 
district. The river washings are still 
continued, but the yield of gems from 
them is not very rich or steady. Mining 
in the rock was carried on at first in a 
rough and ready faehion, but all that 
has changed. In most parts of the dis- 
trict, after clearing away some feet of 
surface soil, the excavator comes upon 
a dark, coaly shale 100 feet or more 
thick. Beneath this lies a mass of igne- 
ous rock allied to basalt, more than 

_ three times as thick, and that is succeed- 
ed bya blackish shale, with bands of 
hard sandstone. But here and there in- 
stead of the shale, though surrounded 
by it, like a pond in a field, isa mass 
of curious rotten stuff, in which some- 
times fragments of shale and sometimes 
hard mineral grains can be seen.” 

This at first is of a rusty yellowish 
color. Then in abont 100 feet it turns to 
a dull green and becomes a little more 
solid—sometimes distinctly barder than 
dry clay.~ The two rocks are identical 
in origin, bat the upper or ‘‘yellow 
ground’’ is more decomposed than the 
lower or ‘‘blue ground.’’ Gradually 
the rock ceases to yield to spade or pick. 
It has to be quarried in the usual way 
and is quite as hard as a bit of good 
limestone. It has now quite a different 
appearance, seeming to consist largely 
of fragments, varying in shape and 
Size, some angular, some rounded, from 
at least two inches in diameter down to 
very small grains. Some evidently are 
pieces of rock, others are minerals (of- 
ten broken, but occasionally looking 
like crystale). All these are set ina 
dark greenish colored matrix. This, 
then—whether rotten or solid—is the 
diamond bearing rock. It xeems to fill 
huge pipes or shafts, which somehow

or other have been driven or ‘‘punched”’ 
throngh the shale and underlying rocks, 
and these go vertically downward to 
what distance is unknown, but certain- 
ly not less than 1,500 feet. 

At first the material was “pegged 
out’’ in a number of small claims, and 
the soft stuff was comparatively easy to 
work, but by degrees many difficulties 
arose. As the excavations were deepened 
the claims were with difficulty kept sep- 
arate, Slips and falls of material were 
constantly occurring, not only in the 
“‘pipe’’ itself, but from the “country 
rock'' at ita side. Water became trou- 
blesome aud working expensive. Co- 
operation and command of capital weré 
goon absolute necessities. 

About 1880 the mines had been ac- 
quired by companies, and they are now 
united under the name of the De Beers 
Consolidated mines. Deep shafts have 
been sunk through the ‘‘country rock,’’ 
from which levels are driven to the 
“pipes.”’ The diamond bearing rock is 
quarried away, as it were, layer by 
layer and is taken up to the surface, 
During this process a diamond may be 
discovered, but that is a mere chance, 
The rock is then conveyed to an in- 

closure, where it is exposed to atmos- 
pheric action in order that, if possible, 
it may cromble naturally to pieces and 
the risk be avoided of splitting the con- 
tained diamonds by crushing it up. 
This, however, is sometimes necessary. 
At last, after being subjected to various 
processes, including washing, the min- 
eral residue is picked over for diamonds. 

The quantity of diamonds which have 
been produced by these mines is some- 
thing astonishing. Indeed the directors 
find it needful to limit the output lest 
they should glut the market. It is said 
that by the end of 1892 about ten tons 
of diamonds had been yielded by these 
mines, valued at £60,000,000, They 
would fill, as Crookes, the well known 

Englieh scientist and lecturer, stated in 

a recent lecture on the diamond and 

these mines, a box 6 fect Fquare and 6 

feet high. The annoal product is now 

about half a ton, and some 8,000 per- 
sons, of whom rather more than one- 
fifth are white, are employed in the 
works. Tho above estimate includes 
diamonds cf all kinds, bad and good,

2nd.—In case a yehicle is overtaken 
by parties riding or driving at greater 
speed the party so overtaken shall quiet- 
ly turn to the right giving half of 
the road, : 

8rd.—In case a vehicle met or oyer- 
taken by reason of extreme weight of 
load is unable to turn out he shall stop 
and assist the other party to pass,

IMPORTANT POSITION TAKEN BY 
THE TRISESMEN.

Desperate Rattle FE

A despatch from Simla says :—Offi- 
cial advices from Fort Lockhart say 
that after the fighting on Monday last 
between the British troops under Gen- 
eral Sir Yeatman Biggs and the in- 
Surgent tribesmen from Chagru, on the 
Samana range, the British force return- 
ed to Shinwari, and the tribesmen, 
| greatly reinforced, reoceupied in force 
the heights west of Chagru. 

The third brigade of the British 
punitive expedition, which advanced 
to Kharappa, expects to have a lively 
time in clearing the heights, 

According to advices from Fort Lock- 

hart, the tribesmen having occupied 
Dargal ridge, which commanded Cha- 
gru on the Samana range, General Sir 
Yeatman Biggs sent the second divi- 
sion to dislodge them. The position 
Was a very strong one, on the sum- 
mit of a precipitous hill, reached only 
by a single path, along which the at- 
tacking force, consisting of the Goork- 
ha Regiment and the Dorsetshire Regi- 
ment, was obliged to climb in Indian 
file, three batteries meanwhile shelling 
the Sangers. The British suffered 
a temporary check when) they reach- 
ed the open space, and were ex- 
posed to an accurate fire. After a pro- 
longed artillery fire the Goorkhas 
were reinforced by the Gordon High- 
landers. Then followed a magnificent 
rush across the open space in the 
teeth of a murderous fusillade. The 
enemy stood their ground till the 
British reached the rocks below, 
down which the tribesmen could 
not see to fire, and then they fled 
pell mell. The losses of the Goorkhas 
and the Gordon Highlanders were 
Severe.

she has in the house With butter 
cream, milk and eggs to draw upon, and 
a few canned articles to help her out, | 
a housewife need never feel that her 
hurriedly prepared dinner will be a fail- 
ure. The wise housekeeper will stock 
a corner of her pantry with canned 
vegetables, fruit, pickles, jams and Jel- 
lies in case of emergency. Besides 
these sbe will have some cansof either 
Sa!mon, shrimps, lobster, sardines, etc... 
Which are all very nice if there is no 
time in which to cook meat. Oysters 
come in cans during winter and keep 
nicely for some time, and for those 
who are fond of clam chowder, that put 
up in cans is quite as good as fresh. 

In the poultry yard may be found 
chickens turkeys, geese and ducks, but 
ail these require time to prepare and 
When in a hurry, the canned goods 
quite answer the purpose. The ham and 
cheese which are generally found in the 
Storeroom of a farmhouse may be used 
for many a dainty and appetizing dish.

There is hardly any one who culti- | 
vates plants at all, no matter in how | 
}small a way, but would be able to find | 
}a place for ferns. Our native ferns, 
brought right from the woods that 
are so near to a large majority of us, 
do beautifully when transplanted. As 
they so generally require shade, a bed 
on the north side of the house, or on 
the shady side of some wall, or fence, 
could so easily be prepared, and how 
beautiful they would make the spot 
given up to them. , 

A friend who had a basement dining- 
room on the north side of the house, 
with two-large windows, the lower half 
being below the natural grade so that 
the earth had to be dug out several 
feet surrounding them, had planted | 
ferns in this space—our native ones} 
brought from the woods—and a more 
luxuriant, beautiful growth, I nover 
beheld. It covered what would have 
been otherwise bare earth, and was 
a constant delight and- joy to every 
one who ate in| that diningsroon. 

Another friend procured some old 
tree roots and piled them up against 
a wall, fillimg in®all the spaces with 
soil in which she planted her ferns, 

Ferns may be moved at ae time, 
from early spring, when they first be- 
gin to show their roils of young green, 
to late autumn, after they have gotten 


their growth, when their height and 
general characteristics can be seen, 
Take them up with a good ball of 


earth when possible, though that is not 


absoimtely mecessary; one can very 
readily remove them with all their 
roots, intact, they grow usually in 


such soft soil, not running very deep, 

They are like all other plants, their 
cultivation is easy enough when we 
know just how to manage them, and. 
this knowledge must come by experi- 
ence. * 

Ferns can also be successfully grown 
in the house. In the fall I have often 
taken pots of various sizes right into 
the woods and filled them with select- 
ed plants. By potting them immedi- 
ately, it seemed to give them no idea 
of change so they would never show 
the least sign of wilting. \I have kept 
them im this way for decorations al- 
most a whole winter. Window boxes 
are pretty filled with ferns. ‘Take up 
with them the trailing arbutus, the 
wintergreen, and partridge Derry) vine 
whose bright scarlet berries wil swell 
and remain fresh all winter. There are 
a number of little evergreen vines in 
the woods that can be taken os well, 
that will grow {im the house just as 
though it were spring. 

There is a long list of ferns now to 
be thad from the florist, that will do 
nicely for amateur cultivation. 
this list the Adiintumls, or maiden-hair 
ferns, are perhaps the most popular, 
as they are the most generally culti- 
vated. Adiantum Farleyense is coming 
to be a great. favorite, owing, doubt- 
less, to its fine endurance in ordiniry 
room culture. ‘The amount of hard- 
ships it will emdure without being in- 
jured is quite remarkable. For low 
fern pans Adiantum cuneatum is much 
used. 

As to the watering of ferns there 
seems to be differing opinions; my ex- 
perience has been in favor of frequent 
sprinklings and considerable water, 


Sprinkle a handful of crisp bread 
,erumbs over top and set the dish in 
@ hot oven for ten minutes or until 
golden brown on top. Plain boiled po- 
tatoes will be much daintier if forced 
through a colander with a potato ma-h- 
er.

Shocking Tragedy in Bridgewater, 
About two o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing last a terrible tragedy took place in 
the village of Bridgewater, two children, 
Beatrice and Ethel Eager, aged six and 
nine years respectively, being burned 
to death while asleep in a burning 
dwelling. 

The children were visiting Mrs. 
Eager, an aunt in Bridgewater, who 
put them to bed about nine o'clock, and 
then locked the house, and retired to 
spend the night at the bedside of a sick 
neighbor, At two o'clock flames were 
seen issuing from the rear of Mrs, 
Eager’s residence, and in a few seconds 
the entire house was engulfed in flames. 
Mrs; Eager was one of the first to ar- 
riye on the scene, and rushed through 
the roaring flames to the stairway to 
rescué the children, As she burst open 
the door the flames rushed past her, 
and in an instant the upstairs was a 
seething furnace. Her two boys slept 
in the first room, but before Mrs. Eager 
had reached the room one of them had 
leaped from the window. Seizing the 
other she threw hiia through the open 
window, and then made a mad rush to 
rescue the girls, who were sound asleep, 
little dreaming of the awful death that 
Stunned, burned and 
blinded she fell to the floor, groped her 
way to the window and threw herself 
to the ground, where willing hands 
came to the rescue and tore the burning 
clothes from her body. All efforts to 
save the children were useless, and in 
another instant the roof fell in, burying 
the bodies of the unfortunate children 
in the burning embers. Mrs, Eager 
was terribly burned about the face and 
arms, and at the present it is impossible 
for her medica] attendant to say just 
how serious her injuries are, ‘The cause 
of the fire is a mystery. The most 
probable theory is that it was accident- 
ally set on fire by ruflians who were re- 
turning from a house of ill-fame not 
far away and were in search of some- 
ting tc eat are suspected.

Egne May be Kept Fresh. 

“Tt is impossible in some sections of 
the country to get perfectly fresh eggs 
during the winter season,” says Mrs, S. 
‘fl. Rorer in the November Ladies’ 
Home Journal. ‘To guard against 
this, in summer time, when ‘they are 
cheap, pack them in lime water, and 
they will keep in good condition for 
three months. Pour one gallon of boil- 
ing water over a pound of lime; when 
settled and cold pour it carefully over 
the eggs which you have packed, small 
ends down, in a stone jar, and stand in 
a cool, dark place. Byggs may also be 
packed insalt; anything that willclose 
the pores of the shell and prevent evap- 
oration will preserve eggs.” 

‘Yo ascertain the freshness of an egg, 
without breaking, hold it before a 
strong light and look directly through 
the shell, If the yolk appears round 
and the white surrounding it clear, the 
chances are that the egg is fresh. Or 
you may drop it into water; if the egg 
sinks quickly and remains at the bottom 
it is in all probubility fresh, but it it 
stands on end it is doubtful, and quite 
bad if it floats. The shell of a fresh egg 
looks dull, while that of a stale one is 
glossy,

In 1855 the tam- 
perance law was enacted in Sweden, 
and by 1860 it had come pretty fully 
into operation. Th edeath rate decreas- 
ed gradually wtih the gradual decrease 
of the consumption of alcohol. Between 
1851 and 1860 the death rate of the 
Swedes was 21.7 per 1000 per annum, 
and for that period the consumption 
of alcohol in Sweden per annum per 
head of the inhabitants was nearly 
three times as much as it is now. ‘The 
decrease in the death rate in the twen- 
ty years ending 1894 was 4.2 per 1000 
per annum, The reason the temper- 
ance law was enacted in Sweden was 
that intemperance was Sapping the 
health and strength of the nation. Just 
before the law came into force 36 per 
cent. of the conscripts drawn from mil- 
itary Service had to be rejected as phy- 
sically unfit. By the time the law had 
been thirty years in operation the pro- 
portion rejected had been reduced to 
20 per cent. 


TOMMY’S IDEA OF BABIES.

An Anthority Who Thinks Birds Incapae 

ble of Carryisg Contagion. 

Persons interested in birds have re- 

cently been debating the question 

whether these creatures are capablo of 
contracting diseases from human beings 
or of transmitting disease to human bo- 

ings. Expert opinion seems to be di- 

yided. On the one hand Dr, K. Rulf, 

director of Geflerderte Welt, in a recent 
letter to the president of the Acolima- 
tion society, asserts that the tranamis- 

sion of any disease from a bird to a 

man and vice versa is absolutely impos- 
sible, Says Dr, Rulf: 

“For more than 80 years I have been 
pooupied in keeping, observing and 
raising exotic birds of plumage; conse- 
quently I have had occasion to deal with 
them when ill. Every bird that has died 
bas beon examined, and I have thus dis- 
gected during about 80 years several 
hundred parakeets, I have always kept 
these birds during their illness, somes 
times for a consideratle period, in my 
apartment, which is somewhat restrict- 
ed in size, being composed of only six 
rooms for four grown persons and four 
children, During all this period I have 
not bad a single case of sickness in my 
family, although the birds have had all 
possible kinds of maladies. Iam also 

confirmed in my belief by the fact that 
Ihave allowed no opportunity to pass 
of asking for information on the subjact 
from the principal dealers in birda at 
Hamburg, Cologne, London, Liverpool, 
Antworp, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux whenever they had 
sick birds in considerable numbers. In 
no case was I informed that any one, 
either » member of the family or an em- 
ployee, bad been attacked in the house of 
one of these merchants, and I obtained 
the same information from the directors 
of the great zoological gardens at Paris 
and London. No contagion—and I can- 

_not insist too strongly on this point— 
could ever be established.”’ 

These, however, are all negative facts 
and would fail to stand against even 
one authenticated case of the transimis- 
sion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Such cases, it is believed, have been 
proved to exist by Dr. Laboulbene, who 
communicates an account of his investi- 
gations to the bulletin of the Acclima- 
tion society. 


FISH WITH WINGS. 


These Scaly Fillers Are Plentiful In Tropic 
Deop Waters. 

The fiying fish loves deep water and 
fs found throughout the length and 
breadth of tropical seas. Heo is fond of 
feeding near the gulf weed of the Sar- 
gasso and deposits his stringy, glutinons 
spawn on its yellow branches. Vessels 
bound from New York to the Caribbee 
islands, upon reaching the ‘‘horse Jati- 
tudes, ’’ sometimes encounter vast quan- 
tites of drifting weed, strung out into 
long ribbonlike patohes about an eighth 
of a mile apart. Among the golden 
weed, with its delicate leaves and glob- 
ular seeds, exists a ourious family of 
cuttlefish, crabs, mollusks and small 
fishes. Upon these the flying fish preys, 
and they in turn deyour its spawn. 
Every plunge of the steamer as she 
plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the 
air, where they scatter in all directions, 
with the sunlight glistening on their 
gauzy wings. 

The flying fish of the Atlantic attains 
& length of nearly one foot and a breadth 
between wing tips of 11 inches. He 
has a round, compact body, about about |:
